4. The responsibility for payment of octroi on consignments received through 

post parcels and Banks shall devolve on the owner /receiver or con- 
signee of such parcels. 

5 . When the articles not specially mentioned in the schedule fall under more 

than one Item, the octroi shall be charged under the Item carrying 
the higher rate. 

Provided further that the following goods shall be exempted from the payment 
of octroi tax namely: — 

(a) Articles belonging to Government. 

1 . Necessary equipment (not being articles of food or drink) and clothings 
imported by officers in Command of troops or air force units for the 
use of their men & followers and grain and green fodder Imported 
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for consumption by horses, mules and other animals maintained as 
part of their Military equipage by any person in Military or Air Force 
service, provided that such grain or fodder is certified by the Com- 
manding Officer to be imported for bona fide army purposes. 

2. All road making material such as stone blast, coal tar, bitumen, sand, 

cement, shingle and bricks for soling coats of berms and coal and 
other fuel used in steam road rollers, or for melting coaltar imported 
by the Government of India or by any local Authority (including a 
Cantonment Board) or by the M.E.S. if accompanied at the time of 
import by a certificate signed by the Gazetted Officer of the Govern- 
ment Department or by the President/Executive Officer or Secretary 
of the Local Authority concerned that such materials are required for 
road making only. 

3. Arms of any sort imported by Government. 

4. Articles imported by the Police Department in connection w Ith criminal 

cases provided that the articles are accompanied by a certificate signed 
by a Police Officer not below the rank of Sub-Inspector. 

5. Ammunition, Military Uniforms, stores and other articles of Police equip- 

ment pertaining to uniforms including similar articles of National 
Volunteer Corps and equipment of Police Radio Service, provided that 
each consignment is certified toy the Superintendent of Police of the 
District concerned or in the case of N.V.C. by an Officer authorised 
by the Provincial Commandant, N.V.C. in this behalf) to be the pro- 
perty of Government in the Police Department. 

6 . Articles imported for the purposes of Government Air Raid precautions 

provided at the time of import these are accompanied by a certificate 
from a Gazetted Officer of the Department. 

7 Articles, stores and equipment used for health purposes belonging to 
Health Department of the Government provided that each consign- 
ment is accompanied by a certificate from a Medical Officer of the 
Health Department that it belongs to Government. 

8 . Printed forms used in the offices of Government and Local Authorities, 

provided each consignment is accompanied by a certificate from a 
Gazetted Officer ol' the Government Department or the Local Authority 
concerned 

9. Printed forms and other election material like ballot boxes, ballot papers, 

locks, hammers, punches and bags connected with the general elec- 
tion to the State or Central Legislature and elections to local Authori- 
ties, provided at the time of import these are accompanied by a 
certificate signed by a Gazetted Officer of the Department) concerned 
to the effect that the election material is the property of Government. 

10. Supplies and services of the joint enterprise started by the Government 

of India for file vaccination of children against tuberculosis, provided 
at the time of import, consignments are accompanied by a certificate 
from a Gazetted Officer of the joint enterprise that consignments in 
question are the property of the said enterprise. 

11. All young plants for the transplantation on road sides imported by the 

Public Works Department, Forest Department and Loal Bodies if ac- 
companied at the time of import by a certificate from a Gazetted 
Officer of the Department concerned or of a Local Authority that the 
plants are meant for plantation on road side within municipal area 
concerned. 

12. Government property accompanying Government servants on tour Id 

connection with their official duties provided it is certified to the 
satisfaction of the octroi staff on duty. 

13. Exhibits, films, Indian film news, publicity literature or other equipment 

(in use) imported for propaganda work or for instructional purposes 
belonging to anv Department of the Central or the State Government 
or to any University, Red Cross Society, Municipality, District Board. 
Corporation, subject to the production of a certificate from a responsi- 
ble officer of the Department or institution or agency concerned. 
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14. Railway stores and materials required for use on a railway whether in 

constructing, maintaining or operating the same and not removed 
outside the railway boundaries but not including stores imported 
for purchase or consumption by railway employees or stores with 
which a railway co-operative stores is stocked for sale to members. 

15, Chemicals such as kllloptera, gammaxene smoke, killoplera and gam- 

maxene dust imported by the Civil Supplies Department for disinfec- 
tion of foodgrains. provided at the time of import each consignment 
is accompanied by' a certificate from a Gazetted Officer of the Depart- 
ment that such chemicals are the property of Government in the 
Civil Supplies Department. 

(b) Miscellaneous Articles’ 

1. Bona fide personal and house-hold effects belonging to persons coming to 

take up their residence In Cantonment at the time of transfer and 
bona fide persona] luggage of travellers, 

2. Chemicals used as fertilizers such as Sodium Nitrate, Ammonium Sulphate, 

Calcium Nitrate,, Super phosphate, etc., imported for agricultural 
purposes. 

3. Gold, silver, bullion and coin. 

4. Printed books, news papers and periodicals. 

5. Stamp, stamp paper and petition papers. 

6. Headloads of fuel, gross, bush wood and fodder. 

7. Goods imported by rail and re-booked or exported without delivery having 

been taken or without being removed from the Hallway premises. 

0. Goods on which octroi amounts to less than 3 paisa. 

9. Salt. 

10. Written examination answer books. 

11. Articles produced by and belonging to the United Council of Relief and 

Welfare centres provided that the consignments are accompanied by 
a certificate signed by the Secretary of the United Council for Relief 
and Welfare, New Delhi. 

12. Goods belonging to personages holding diplomatic ranks with the Govern- 

ment of India. 

13. Goods belonging to the World organisation and the personal effect of the 

personnel employed by it provided at the time of import such con- 
signments are accompanied by a certificate from a responsible Officer 
attached to the team under the Organisation that consignments In 
question are the property of the said organisation or form a part of 
the personal effects of any member of the organisation, 

14 Articles exported by rail from the limits of Ferozepore Cantonment and 
re-lmported by rail without delivery having been taken on the produc- 
tion of sufficient proof by the sender or in the case of a Government 
Department after delivery has been taken but returned to the sender 
if a certificate to this effect is produced from a competent authority 
of the department. 

15. Articles of dowry accompanying the bride including sweet meat. 

16. Articles Imported in connection with the mourning ceremony, betrothal 

ceremony or marriage ceremony. 

17. Stores imported by Indian Red Cross Society, St. John Ambulance or by 

any registered charitable institution. 

18 Stores consisting of arms, ammunition, uniforms, or cloth for uniform 
Intended for use by the National Cadet Corps, provided each consign- 
ment of such stores is certified by a responsible officer of the National 
Cadet Corps, that the property belongs to the said institution 

19. Sweets, other eatables and bhajl for immediate personal use not exceed- 
ing’ ten (10) K.G. In weight per person. 

20 Sweets brought by marriage parties and other ceremonial and customery 
presents from relatives and friends, imported on the occasion of 
festivals not exceeding 10 Kilogrames in weight per person. 


21, Earth. 
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(C) Government stores and other articles issued on payment by Government 
Departments- 

If Government stores and other articj.es imported under a certificate without 
payment of octroi thereof are subsequently sold by Government Department and 
formations to any individual or institution or In the case of A-S.C. and A.O.C. when 
articles and clothing are issued on payment, the Officer responsible for their import 
shall furnish to the Executive Office Feioi.epore Cantonment on the 1st day of 
(he month following the sale, certificates of the good, so d and shall pay any 
octroi due.”

S.R.O. 186. — The following bye-laws for the regulation and control of the use 
of loud-speakers in Jullundui Cantonment, framed by the Cantonment Board, 
Jullundur. in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-clauses (28) and (88) of 
section 232 and section 283 ot the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) (hereinafter 
referred to as the said Act) are hereby published for general information, the 
same having been previously published and having been approved and confirmed 
by the Central Government, as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the 
said Act, namely: — . 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These Bye-laws may be called the 
Jullundur Cantonment (Regulation and Control of use of Loud-Speakers) Bye- 
laws, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. — In these Bye-laws unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context, 

(a) “Board" means the Cantonment Board, Jullundur; 

(b) “Executive Officer’’ means the Executive Officer of the Board; 

(c) "Loud-Speaker” means any instrument to augment small sound, vocal 

instrumental or recorded and Includes a big drum (Nagara and Tasha) 
a tom-tom, a horn, a siren, a whistle, a trumpet, a harmonium, a 
bell, a pipe, a brass band or any electrically or mechanically operuted 
means of producing loud noise. 

3. Restriction on use. — No person shall make use of any loud-speaker, whether 
stationary or fitted to any motor vehicle or ether moving vehicle, within the limits 
Of the Jullundur Cantonment except with the permission of the Executive Officer 
end on such conditions as he may impose under these bye-laws: 

Provided that no such permission shall be necessary for the use of any loud- 
speaker for the announcement of any notice or communique issued by the Central 
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Government, the State Government, the Deputy Commissioner or the District 
Magistrate ol the District, Superintendent of Police of the District or the Executive 
Officer. 

4, Application for use. — An application shall be made in the Form prescribed 
hi the Schedule to these bye-laws for permission to use a loud-speaker to the 
Executive Officer who may, having regard to public welfare and convenience, 
refuse or grant permission and in granting such permission he may impose any 
reasonable restrictions in respect of the use of the said apparatus. The Board 
may, from time to time, lay down instructions for the guidance of the Executive 
Officer in this regard. 

3, Modification or withdrawal of permission. — Any permission given or com 
dition imposed under these bye-laws may be withdrawn or varied by the Executive 
Officer where such withdrawal or variation appears to him to be necessary in the 
interest of the public: 

Provided that every permission given under these bye-laws shall be subject 
to an order passed by any Magistrate during emergency. 

6. Appeal. — Any person aggrieved by an order of the Executive Officer made 
under these byc-laws may appeal to the President of the Board within seven day* 
from the date of communication of such order to him. The orders of the President 
in such appeal shall be final. 

7. Penalty. — -Contravention of any of the provisions of these bye-laws shall be 
punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees and in case of a 
continuing contravention, with an additional fine which may extend to ten rupee* 
for every day during which such contravention continues after conviction for the 
first such contravention.
